At the beginning of the meeting, I. F. STONE commented 
that there was only a small turnout in view of the fact that the 
hall had not yet been filled. He stated the struggle in the U, S. 
currently involved 30 individuals who were going to jail for 
exercising the First Amendment. He described these individuals 
as fighting for our country ac<i its progress. STONE stated that 
tonight we are honoring these fighters for their liberties i He 
introduced the first speaker, WILLIAM PRICE, as a newspaperman who 
had ipvoHBd the First itoendmeht. 

- 2 - 
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WILLIAM PRICE then §poke, stating that he was a former 
newspaperman and a First Amendment defendant. He said his cAse 
was on appeal. PRICE called for the abolition of the HCUA. He 
greeted BARENBLATT and UPHAUS and stated that the ten 
individuals on the platform were ten of the 30, x-?ho were being 
prosecuted for utilizing the Fxrst Amendment. Re said that two 

- of — those - on the - platform w ere-from— fehe-S o^rth . , a nd _ that all on 

the platfom vfexe fighting to abolish the House Committee on Hn- 
American Activities. PRICE stated that the HCUA will return on 
11/16/59^ to New York to investigate the Puerto Rican community. 
He said that after this meeting postcards would be distribute4 
“to run this committee out of town." He said this action was 
taken in Chicago and California and we can do it here too. A 
clipping was read regarding his case from the "New York Times" 
edition of 10/22/59. 


The next speaker described his case as a simple one^^ 
that occurred in 1957. He said he was called before the "Un- 
Americans” and refused to be an informer. He said as a result 
he lost his job ^d is now on pension. This speaker called for 
everyone to help to abolish the HCUA as soon as possible. 


The next speaker Was Professor CHANDLER DAVIS who 
described himself as a mathematician. He said ten years ago his 
wife and he sat down to dinner with Nfcs. BERNHARDt/stERN (phonetic) 
and that at that time he never thought he ' d be in jttie Same position 
as Mcs. STERN who in 1949. had to go to prison. DAVIS spoke of the 
"mutilization” of people's free speech. 



PAULINE FEUER then spoke stating that what happens to 
her is not important but: what happens to the groups who fight for 
their beliefs is important. She said she was called in 1946 to 
appear before the Eastland Committee* just six weeks before she 
received her Masters Degree, She said she was branded an enemy 
of the people - a red - and it was Said that she had tried to blow 
up the. Port of New Orleans. She said her closest friends became 
strangers and her whole family life pessed away. She said She 
tried to get a lawyer but the lawyers who would have liked to defend 
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her couldn't do so because of fear. She said finally a lawyer 
from New York took her case. She said that one thing that hurt 
most was that her friends did not know her anymore, but that 
S gangers became friends and Negroes became friends. 

^kkiviAinI i.t be» was from New Or leans, 

Spoke next. He said in 1955 he was a T.V. program axrecLyr.-of 

a T,V. station in New Orleans, He said when he was subpoenaed 
both he and his wife were fired from their jobs. He said his life 
at this time went down the drain. He spoke about time he would 
have to spend in the prison and said his son, TIM, said you not 
only have to go* t</jail but you also have to make speeches. He 
said his daughter felt it was bad that they put others including 
PETE SEEjGER in jail. LIVERIGKT stated wa 30 are only a sjmibol 
but behind us hundreds of thousands fine people are paialyzed 
with fear. He Said the American people must come to life 'again. 

The chairman, I* F, STONE, then introduced CARL BRADEN 
as a "real hero of our time.” 

BRADEN stated he was from Louisville, Kentucky, and he 
use to be a copywriter on a newspaper,,. He described himself and 
the'^other individuals as hot only being intellectuals j, but also 
beihg steel workers who ate equally important. He said the 
struggle between the First Amendment and the Bill jof. Rights in the 
South is a terrific struggle. According to BRiH)EN he said we 
don't own Our rights unless we exercise the First Amendment. He 
Said the Negro will never get theit rights unless they ate 
protected. He. said the little school house in the South has been 
branded as Communist and that the president of the NAACP in Florida, 
one Reverend GYPSUM (phonetic) was charged with contempt of the 
Jones Committee, * He said this individual refused to give the 
coinmittee the membership list of the NAACP. He also described one 
Reverend GRAYHAM (phonetic) as having been charged with conteippt 
because he did not want to tell that he was a member of the NAACP. 
He also described a minister frppi Ta^pa, Florida, who was cited 
for contempt and Sentenced to 15 years for selling a house to a 

mmrnkt 
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Negro. BRADEN stated he was proud to be associated with all these 
patriots who were First Amendment defendants .and were present on 
the platform.

he bowed !^om the platform seating, "'l"m -acguitte^LI! 

/ The chairman, I, F. §T0NE, then mentioned that OTTO 

/NATHAN was in the audience and NAfHAN rose and took a bow. 

TOM NELSON then spoke and stated we are engaged in a 
great civil war apd we are here to honor the men who are on the 
platform and carry forward the battle to wipe off the House 
Un-American Activities Gomtaittee from earth. He stated the LoS 
Angeles Committee sent greetings and ”Hail to BARENBLATT - but 
not farewell," 

Me-. ERNEST MAZEY from Detroit who indicated he was a 
member of the Civil Liberties Union arid the United Automobile 
Workers Spoke .and state<i he was proud to pay tribute to the Frist 
Amendment Defendants, He described, pur battleground as. being the 
First Amendment. He said we have the right to speak and canpot 
remaip silent. According to MAZEY, the time has come when our 
fight Cap be conducted from a mental basis. He said many have 
been accused of being Communists and the Corrtotinists have bdep 


accused of trying to overthrow the government by force - but we 
have been told the Commupist Party is virtually destroyed today* 

He said the situation today is a revolution against tyranny. He 
said the people in Asia and Africa are fighting Colonialism. They 
are moving in a direction unforeseen by the witch hunters years ago* 
He said there ip a growing strength ip the colonial rebellions and 
a significant fight against the Witch hunters. He said his own 
union played an important role ip this fight. He said changes are 
being made and defendants are bound together as defendants, sons 
of liberty like ip the first, American' revolution. He said the

She also read 
greetings from IRVING f DILLARD, editor of the St. Louis Dispatch 
who also was unable to attend the meeting because of illness . 

The chainpan, 1. F. STONE, then introduced a First 
Amendment ' defendant who was also a champion martyr who cpuld speak 
as well as sing, 

PEfE SEEGER then took the floor and stated he had met 
WILLARD UPHAUS approximately 12 years ago* After brief comments, 
SEEGER sang three songs add accompanied himself on his banjo. 

The chairman, I. F. STONE, then stated his next 
introductidn would be a double Intrpductfon, He said LLOYD 
BARENBLATT is a teacher, arid a mosf important teacher is a teacher 
by example. He said one of the Holl^ywood ten, RING LARDNER, JR. 
Would introduce BMENBLATT. 

RtNG LARDNER, JR. thdn spoke of the witch hunt cases. 
LARDNER Stated that the meaning of public opinion is the most 
important weapon in our fight. He appealed to the audience for 
support id the fight. 

LLOYD BARENBLATT was the next speaker and the' audience 
rose and applauded him, BARENBLATT stated, he had been in this 
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thing for 5% years but had actually began 36 years ago. He said 
five years ago when he was sitting in his cabin he was served a 
subpoena but. he had suspected this would happen. He spoke on 
the First Amendment and. legislative rights.

BARENBi/ATT stated the First' Amendment, prptected the 
right of the people without interference or abridgement. He said 
this hall is leased by a religious group which is under attack. 

He said, in 1954 there was no test ease. .BMEHBLATT said that Dr. 
LAMONT And J^« O’CONNOR had offered themselves as test cases but 
did iiot get a chance to present their pas es to a higher court. 

He said' his case, had moved to the Supreme Court and in a short time 
there were 30 cases. He said the Fifth Amendment iS’uSed honorably 
and it originated in. religious persecutions. He said the Fifth 
Amendment i5 part, of the common law and everyone who uses the 
Fifth is following a fine tradition, He said that after 5% years 
he finally seized the support of the people. He said he had 
written a book entitled, ”The Majority Opinions.” 


The next' speaker was HARVEY O’CONNOR and he stated that 
he did not look for subpoenas but he loathed, them.' He said they 
put a subpoena on his sleeve but he let it drop like a wounded 
bird. He Said that ever since his brush with MC CARTHY he could 
think of no better Way to refuse to take a subpoena. He said 
that in all likelihood the 30 who believe in the First Amendment 
will go to prison. He said thousands of Americans have lost their 
jobs because of the HCDA. He continued by stating that millions 
are cowed irito silence by the activities of this committee snd he 
said the purpose of the HCIJA std the Eastland Committee, according 
to the committee, is to fight Communists. He said that what they 
are actually fighting is social progress, slum clearance and public 
housing. He said these committees give the impression that whoever 
wants this progress is a Socialist and Socialism we cannot have. 
O'CONNOR continued by saying that the Sputniks revealed to us how

The' audience stood and applauded WILLARD pPHAUS. UPHAUS 
stated that all the defendants on the stage, looked so young and 
so strong and so hopeful that he himself had taken in new power 
and hppeo He said it makes one feel good to have good friends and 
helps keep the spirit in a struggle. He read portidjois. of the 
book ’’Only in America” and stated that in January, 1956, he was 
held in contempt in the Superior Court xn New Hampshire because 
he did not want to be an informer.

SENATOR YOUNG was the main speaker, introduced by 
DELANEY, who said that he had just gotten up out of bed, 
having had penicillin poisoning, and he might not be able 
to Qbmplete the reading of his speech. He said that he 
would have come, even if on a stretcher. 

The Senator spoke of his belief in freedom of 
speech and thought, and that there would be no threat from 
Communism of Fascism, if we were to strengthen the 
Bill of Rights.. He said the American Legion was wrong 

in suggesting that he should not appear at this meeting 

that he would speak, at a Fascist meeting, or at a meeting 
of the American Legion,, if invitedr— that he would speak 
for his own beliefs anywhere. He went on to speak about 

labor -said that the fights of working men are of great. 

importahce'n-r’r-also Negro and other minority fights -«rt«and 
finally called for an end to nuclear tests for all time. 

He said we should look forward to the day when all armies 
would cease to exist, except possibly a small police 
army to keep the peace between nations. 
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Before dinner, 0*C0I®J0R spoke and said that Dr. 
WILLARD UPHGUSE had been sentenced to a year for contempt. 
He described the jail and said he hoped that UPHOUSE would

Report of the Emergency Civil Liberties Committee (ECLC) dinner 
on Tuesday evening, 1-2/15/59^ 9-t the Hotel New Yorker, Grand 
- Ballroom, New York, New York, 


Judge HUBERT T. DELANY was the toastmaster, HARVEY O’OONNOR greeted 
• the people and ift ir de sotne introductiohb r: — HARVEY '?ta:ted that the.re 
were no vacant seats fop the dinner. He introduced R®rSS NIXON, 
CORLISS LAMONT, CARL BRADEN, WILLIAM PRICE and some ouhers. Re- 
viewed the present day status of one’s civil rights and civil 
libespties' as being under attack by the Federal Government and its 
Committees,. 

HARVEY O’CONNOR introduced ROYAL FRANCE to the 

audience. 


ROYAL yPRANCE seated that he was one of the defense 
lawyers for Dr. 'WILLIARD yUPHAUS.' He said that Dr. UPHAUS is in 
prison because ne is a c^reriaer ' of freedom and for no other reason. 

He stated that a determined appeal will be made to free WILLIARD 
UPHAUS,, ' ' 

Judge DELANY had special praise for HARVEY O’CONNOR, 

CLARK FOREMAN and Mrs. EDITH TIGER for their outstanding Job in 
the defense of civil rigbts and civil liberties. 

Leonard / BOUDI N reviewed the progress of civil rights 
cases in tHeTJHffpoS^ates,, In some .areas progress bad been 
made, in others, ground has beenlost. According to LEONARD ' 

BOUDIN, the gQvernment had made disturbing inroads on the individuals 
rights and liberties in the past year, 

ROSE RUSSELL was also introduced by HARVEY O'CONNOR. 

ROSE RUSSELL received a very strong round of applause. 

Sen. YOUNG Dem of Ohio, the featured speaker, was 
introduced by judge DELANY. Sen, YOUNG received a standing ovation 
lasting a few minutes.

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Sen. YOUNG quickly reviewed his hassle with the 
American Legion. He also strongly criticized Cong. GORDON SCHERER 
of Ohio. Sen. YOUNG reviewed somewhat his own military record 
Wprld War II and compared it with Cong. SCIiERER's who he referred 
to as "safety first" SCHERER. He said that SCHERER was, a Safety 
Engineer in Ohio during the war. 

^ sen. VOTING stated that Sen, YOUNG would speak anywhere- 

he is invited. Re said that h e would speaic - boforo the — Natl nnal 

Association of Manufacturers and the United states, chaipber of* 
Commerce. He said that the leaders of those organizations were 
fas cist -minded individuals. 

Sen. YOUNG said that he was against the required Loyalty 
Oath in the National Education Defense Act. He called the oath 
indecent and, degrading to the cream of college potential. If 
idyalty oaths are required of the c.ream of the nation then why 
alien* t these loyalty oaths for farmers who received subsidies' fyom 
t]t|e Government and the children who receive free pillk upder the 
lunch programs. He implied that he was opposed to any kind of 
lo'yalty oath no matter what the reason. He advocated complete 
freedom for" all citizens and no GQvernn?ent restrictions pn the 
pebple's freedoms whatever. 

He called Communism, evil because it restficts the 
individual's freedom, and pointed to the crushing by the Soviet 
Union of the Hungarian revolt as why communism is evil. 

He said that an individual must testify befprd a 
Congressional Committee if it is a legal- and valid Committee. 

Sen. YOUNG called for world wide trader world wide 
disarmament. He favored the cessation of nuclear' testing. He 
wanted A-Bombs banned. He called for peace and friendship on a 
worldwide basis. He did not cite any nation in these remarks. 

His remarks about the Soviet Union were received in 
complete silencp whereas his other remarks received applause in 
varying degrees. 

Those parts of his talk related to civil rights and civil 
liberties seemed to advocate copiplete freedom of action with np 
Government nesthictions. 
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senator YOUNG called for Representative SCHERER'S 
defeat id Ohio.

The eKistence of a secret police calls for an extra 
watch on its actions by the public. The history of 
secret polipe in the ' past has been such as to make 
one doubt its cp*fexistence with democracy. 

In order to remind people that they had rights ©ven 
against the F.B.I;, the Emergency Civil Liberties 
Gonmiittee in November, 1957, published a full-pag© 
advertisement in the Nation « When in 1958 Cyrus Eaton 
made his famous attapk en ihe excesses of the F.B.I. 
and some other governmental agencies, ECLC reprinted 
the text of his talk and again published its notice 
of constitutional rights in relation to the F.B.I. 


In September, 1958, we announced that we would 
an issue of RlGIfTS devoted to the F.B.I. Shortly 
thereafter the Nation magazine and the New York Post 
announced forthcoming articles on the F".B.I. Bowing 
to their superior facilities, we postponed our issue

the Me Carran Law has- received a setback in the .matter of 
denial of bail for political reasons, the basic harrasment 
of the unconstitutionaiity of the Walter - Me Carran Law, as 
a whole, remains unchallenged." HART went into detailed 
description of the "fear and oppression suffered by these 
political victims of persecution; thus, reducing them .to 
second class citizens.". HART?s bitter, bombastic acrimonious 
opinion of the Federal Bureau of Investigation, particularly 
its informers or agents, left nothing to be desired- in 'favor 
of the Justice, Department -"of the United States.

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Both Parties for Welfare State at Home— Why Not In Cuba? 


On the surface, if one took rhetoric only into account, the 
issues in Cuba and the United States would seem to be much 
the same. The young men contending for the Presidcnc}' here, 
like the Fidelistas in Cuba, stress two issues in their speeches 
economic growth. But while Cuba is gov- 
~ ernedTjy a Hioup uf-^ung-4¥^eQ-wbQ_ri<;l>^r1 thei r lives to over- 
throw a tyranny and now risk their futures on a program de- 
signed to speed the economic growth of Cuba, the two young 
men competing for the White House have never shown a 
readiness to die for anything. Youth is supposed to be a time 
of idealism and passion but neither Richard Nixon nor John 
Kennedy has given signs of caring deeply about anything but 
their political advancement. If they ever head for the moun- 
tains,^ it will only be for vacation. The contrast is as strong on 
the question of economic growth, which for Cuba literally 
means shoes for the barefoot but for us seems to mean only 
keeping ahead of the Russians, perhaps by building three in- 
stead of two-car garages. While these two young men are 
supposed to be locked in a fierce conflict, the main issue of 
which is a more intelligent handling of our foreign relations, 
their acceptance speeches seemed alike in their incomprehen- 
sion and belligerency on the subject of Cuba where (accord- 
ing to Kennedy) Communist influence *’now festers some 90 
miles off the coast of Florida’* and (Nixon) ‘’whether it is in 
Berlin or Cuba . . . Americans will not tolerate being pushed 
around.” Proceeding from such stalwart first principles, it 
should be easy to make the complex problems of Cuba and 
agrarian reform insoluble. 

A Pourboire for Peru 

Both parties in their platforms are forced to pay lip service 
at least to welfare state principles which most of our press 
a quarter century ago was denouncing as communistic, and 
which one unregenerate wing of the Republican party still re- 
gards as subversive. But neither the leaders nor the rank-and- 
file seem to have sufficient sympathy ari^d imagination to see 
that the Cuban people under Fidel Castro are struggling wdth 
similar aspirations against similar influences for a belated New 
peal of tlieir own. To one who well remembers the exciting 
idealism of New Deal Washington and found the same 
spirit of construction and devotion in Fidel Castro’s Havana, 
it was appalling to come home and to encounter such unkind 
and ungenerous attitudes toward a less fortunate, sma.ll neigh- 
boring country. If the candidates cannot do any better than 
pander to oversimplified stereotypes and stimulate tough guy 
attitudes where patience is required, they may come to seem in 
Latin America as unthinking and tactless as Eisenhower 'who 
conferred the Legion of Merit on Peru’s dictator, Odria, in 
1954 and now rewards Peru with a $53,200,000 loan a few 
days after it agreed to sponsor the motion we wanted to trans- 


Not Only in Cuba

are not the heirs of a primarily capitalist tradition. 
Lonjr schooled in the doctrine that certain economic 
activities must be carried out and controlled by the

If adequate private capital and tech- 
noIoK.y are not made available from outside Latin 
America, governments, even in those countries where 
in the i)ast private efforts have played a major role, 
may tind it necessary to establish and operate pro- 
ducti\e enterprises themselves. The result may not, 
ahnost certainly will not, be the adoption of Soviet 
Communism, but it may well take the form of inten- 
sified social action alonj^ nationalist lines. ... * 

“Aid from the ^ood partner to the north would be 
welcomed in the form of private capital, but such 
capital must not seek to monopolize the re.sourcos of 
the Latin American peoples or claim a privileged status 
abo\e the national law.s. But much of the T.S. in- 
sistence upon private enlrepeneurial action is galling 
to the Latin .Americans. 1 hey consider it inade(]uate 
to meet their programs of economic diversification.”

ganization of American States. To Latin Americans, this 
pnm-hohe'lo Peru and tlicsc first campaign statements on Cuba 
will seem again to show a rich neighbor's obtascncss. 

The fear tliat Cuba mighf he turned into a Russian base is 
natural. But the way to meet this danger is not to make the 
Cubans fed we have no sympathy lor tlieir problems and 
leave them no alternative but to increase their dependence on 
the 5^oviet bloc. After the overthrow of Machado in 1933, the 
Foreign Policy Association appointed a Commissum on Cuban 
Affairs which turned in a report The Proh!cms of the New 
Cuba which still makes enlightening reading. It would be 
good if an independent commission on tiic eve of a new Ad- 
ministration could again- take a fresh look at our Cuban rela- 
tions, Wc know too little of the first few months after Castro 
came to power when he turned eagerly to the United States 
for help. The Cubans claim tliat the only response was a cold 
shoulder. \X^hcn the new regime took oliice in lanu.irv, 1.9^9, 
it found that Batista had looto<>l (he Treasury and left Cuba’s 
dollar reserves perilously low. Tlie Cubans .say that even their 
first requests for minor financial accommodations were turned 
down. They cite as examples a reqlie^l to the i*r-Im Hank for 
a S3.0()(),000 to S'LOOO.dOO bun for roatl building ccjuipment 
and a proposed $1,000,000 barter tlcal ('tf Cuban chrome for- 
corn to meet a food shortage.

Senator [Roman L.] HRUSKA (R. Neb.): General, 
we had testifying before us in open session some 
months ago Pedro Diaz Lanz, nnd he gave testimony 
regarding indications that Communist military sup- 
plies were furnished to the Castro forces. Can you 
tell us anything about the extent to which such aid 
was provided through those sources? 

General [C. P.] CABELL [deputy director CIA] : 
I could^ not offhand. I have not seen any information 
such aid was given. . . . 

Senator HKU.SKA: There was also testimony with 
reference to submarines, Russian submarines, having 
been observed in Cuban waters. . . . Can you tell us 
anything about those? 

General CABELL: We have been unable to verify 
any such reports.

No Official Welcome for Fidel 

In February, .1959, one month after taking power, Fidel 
sent a 3-man mission to Washington under Dr. Justo Carillo, 
then head of the Cuban Development Bank, to explore the 
possibility of financial aid to bolster up Cuba’s depleted ex- 
change reserves and to make possible a program of indus- 
trialization. The mission was cordially received but went away 
empty-handed. Fidel wanted to visit the U.S. but could not 
get an official invitation. When he finally came in April, 1959, 
it was ia response to an unofficial invitation. The President, 
who has welcomed some of the most unsavory little dictators 
in this capital, did not receive the hero of the Cuban revolu- 
tion. The Secretary of State met him in a hotel room - rather 
Jhan at t he State Departm ent to emphasize that he was not 
being received oliiciallyj Fidel biuu^lit~alen g - hi.' ; Mi nisfpre 
Economics and Finance and the president of the Cuban Na- 
tional Bank. In their "courtesy calls”, on their opposite num- 
bers in the American government they hoped that they would 
be asked how the U.S. could help them. Again all they got 
were hand-shakes.. The month- after their return empty-handed 
they passed a law for the confiscation of property belonging to 
Batista supporters and then in June they finally .enacted the 
Agrarian- Reform. The sequence of events, and the Cubans 
themselves, suggest that if they had received some help from 
Washington the agrarian reform could have been slower and 
less drastic. As late as February of this ye.ar, Castro offered to 
renew negotiations with the U.S. over compensation for ex- 
propriated U.S. properties if during the talks we did nothing 
to damage the Cuban economy (i.e. to cut the Cuban sugar 
quota) but drew a turn-down. All this calls fox impartial 
re-examination if wiser policies are to be charted. 

War with Cuba would be folly. To invade would bog us 
down in a prolonged guerrilla war. To sell Latin America 
the idea of a joint naval blockade to shut off Soviet oil and 
other supplies will be difficult since the other Latins them- 
selves are doing an increasing business with the Soviets. Cuba 
is not Guatemala. Sooner or later we are going to have to 
negotiate. Both sides have a stake in the restoration of friend- 


ly relations. We are going to have to see the problems of 
Cuba through Cuban eyes if peace is to be made. The anti- 
Americanism, we will have to understand, is not just dema- 
gogy. Much of Cuba’s .problems was created by U.S. policy. 
We think we liberated Cuba but one need only dip into an 
authoritative work on the Spanish-American war like Walter 
Millis s The Martial Spirit or Carleton Beals’ classic, The 
Crime of Cuba,, to see that we ended by fraternizing w'ith the 
Spaniards rather than the Cubans. The land laws imposed 
under the U.S. occupation wiped out the communal lands and 
laid the foundations for the vast latifundia under U.S. cor- 
porate ownership which made so many Cubans landless (See 
Problems of The New Cuba, 1935, pps. 51-52). When 
Machado was overthrown in 1933, and a new government un- 
der Or. Grau San Martin initiated a moderate program of 
social and agrarian reform, FDR's emissary Sumner Welles 
forced it out of office and put Batista in power behind Men- 
dieta. (See box on page three). Our dislike for reformers 
runs as a consistent thread through our relations with Cuba. 
Batista’s coup d'etat in March, 1952, when he saw that he 
could not win a free election, was made three days after the 
Army had been strengthened by a U.S. military assistance pact.

(icneral C. V, C.ABELL [Deputy Director, Central Intelli- 
gence .Agency]: No, sir; we do not, and we would seri- 
ously doubt the authenticity of any such figure. We have 
no evidence of any participation in the revolution. Nor do 
we have any knowledge of Chinese Communist No. 1 par- 
ticipation. 

I he CMAIRM.AN: AH right. What do you have infor- 
mation about? About what Communists fought in Castro’s 
forces? 

General CABELL: In Cuba? 

The CHAIRMAN: Yes, sir. 

General C.ABEU^: That que.stion is related to the ques- 
tion. Is Cuban Prime .^linister Fidel Castro a Communist? 

Let me develop that thought for you, sir. Our information 
shows that the Cuban Communists do not consider him 
a Communist Party member, or even a pro-Communist . . . 
the Communists consider Castro as a representative of the 
bourgeoisie, and were unable to gain public recognition

or commitments from him during the course of the revo- 
lution. 

We know that the Communists were concerned when, 
•at^ the time of his trip to the United State.'^. he showed 
evidence of a friendly attitude toward the United States 
. . . Through their overt propaganda organs, radio and 
televi.«;ion commentary, and selective or false news roiiorting 
the Communists hope to shield Fidel, and the Cuban 
people, from nows favorable to U.S. policic.s, and to exnloit 
news favorable to the U.S. . . . In terms of mass following, 
they [the Communists] still represent a minority, though 
a very well organized one'. . . Within the. 26th of Jiily 
movement [Castro’.s] there is considerable evidence of 
opposition to communism. . . , 

Senator [Olin] JOHNSTON [D. S.C.] Is it liot true that 
he, hidel, is more dangerous than if. he would come out 
and let them know that he was a Communist? 

General CABELL: I personally would agree that Castro 
w'ould probablj' lose much, or even most, of his popular 
support should this occur. However, we believe that Castro 
is not a member of the Communist Party, and docs not 
consider himself to be a Communist.

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We recognized the new regime March 27, 1952, on the ground 
that the Cuban people had ‘‘acquiesced’’ in the seizure of 
power although the presidents of both houses of the Cuban 
Congress had denounced it and three days before recognition 
a petition had been filed with the Constitutional Court asking 
that the new regime be declared illegal. The petition was filed 
by a -bold, young lawyer. His name was Fidel Castro. 

A Propaganda Campaign Like Stalin's 

I agree with Leo Huberman and Paul M. Sweezy in their 
admirable and indispensable new book, "Cuba: Anatomy of 
A Revolution" (Ivfonthly Review Press, 66 Barrow Street, 
New York 14, S3. 50) that Castro is our Tito. Just as Wash- 
ington came to the aid of a rebel against JMoscow, so Moscow 
has come to the aid of a rebel against Washington. One of 
Khrushchov’s wisest moves was when he made his peace w’ith 
■Bf^lgrnde and some day we a re going to have to swallow a 
similar pill and make our peace with Havana: — We-~are as, 
quick to equate with Communism any disposition to question 
our free enterprise party line as Stalin was to equate with 
Fascism any deviation from his. One need only read Tad 
Szulz’s current series in the New York Times on Cuba to see 
that his attempt to find a Red menace in Cuba and a popular 
revolt against Castro is just about as thin as the 'evidence 
Communist party hacks tried to marshal against Tito. 

Those 'who are not blinded by Red menace and cold war 
stereotypes cannot help but see and feel in Cuba the love and 
devotion which the masses feel for Fidel, Should anything 
happen to him, he will live on as an inspiration* to the poor 
and their champions in Latin America. I did not meet him 
but I heard him on TV July 19 while' a Cuban friend trans- 
lated. He marshals his arguments and facts with the capacity 
and precision of a great lawyer. Of the top echelon I met 
only Che Guevara with whom I had an off the record talk at 
the National Bank. This self-exiled Argentinian physician of 
32 who knows at first hand the terrible poverty of the Latin 
American peasants and Indio s is extraordinar}' in his beauty 
(there is no other word for it),, his simplicity and his sobriety. 
From my meeting with Dr. Guevara and from the biographies 
of the top leadership, I believe the young men around Fidel 
are as unusual and gifted a group as those who made our own

1 have curtailed travelogue the better to plead for under- 
standing of Cuba's case in the hateful atmosphere I found here 
in Washington on my return.

I remember the pride shown by the members of~ d ie n e w 
tobacco cooperative about 100 miles from Havana named for 
two revolutionary heroes, the Brothers Saiz: the pastel shaded 
pre-fabricated houses, the clean- new 6-grade school with its 
spotless kitchens where 'free lunches are prepared for the chil- 
dren, the new People s Store clean and well-stocked with a 
wide variety of goods from groceries to pots and pans. Its 
refrigerators for perishable foodstuffs and its neat shelves of 
canned goods would attract attention and approval even in a 
rural town of our own, much less Cuba’s. I remember the 
peasants who had come in from the surrounding neighborhood 
to shop and to see these new sights. Earlier on the way out I 
had seen some bohios , the thatched roof, mud floor, one 
room^ hut without water or sanitary facilities which are char- 
acteristic of the Cuban country side. Now at the cooperative 
I visited the one story homes, some with two, others with 
three bedrooms, built for members of the cooperative. Country 
folk who had never had a school even for their children were 
now going to night classes themselves. The bright faces, the 
cleanliness of the new houses, the gardens aroun'd them, were 
visible signs that the revolution in Cuba was more than rhetori- 
cal. And I remember the shy farmer in one of these houses 
who at the end of an interview when asked what he thought 
of Castro fell silent. When we were halfway down the walk he 
cried out after us, "I would die for Fidel.”
